PIKE COUNTY SCHOOLS 
IN LIBRARY COMPETITION 


Pike County Schools System of Troy 
has been selected as one of ten school sys- 
tems in the country nominated as finalists 
for the Encyclopaedia Brittanica School 
Library Awards, made annually to recog- 
nize significant progress in the improve- 
ment of system-wide elementary school 
library programs. Three of the ten systems 
named for this year’s nationwide compe- 
tition will be selected to receive $2500 
(first), $1500 (second) and $1,000 (third) 
prizes, to be formally presented at cere- 
monies held in the winning communities 
during National Library Week (April 20 
to 26). 


The ten National Finalists, selected from 
among ninety-seven entries received from 
thirty-nine states, were nominated by an 
Advisory Committee of the American As- 
sociation of School Librarians. Announce- 
ment of the finalists was made by Charles 
E. Swanson, president of the donor pub- 
lishing company. 


The School Library Awards, launched 
in 1963 by the Encyclopaedia Britannica 
company, have a dual purpose: to focus 
attention on the central role of good ele- 
mentary school libraries in meeting the 
growing educational needs of American 
children, and to stimulate community-wide 
concern and support for their development. 
The Awards are open to any system—public, 
private or parochial—submitting evidence 
of system-wide improvement, or plans for 
improvement, of their elementary school 
library resources and programs.
